YOKOHAMA, Japan, Dec. 12.—The Jap- 
anese troops entered Port Arthur on Nov. 
21 and massacred practically the entire pop- 
ulation in cold blood. 

The defenseless and unarmed inhabitants 
were butchered in their houses, and their 
bodies were unspeakably mutilated. There 
Was an unrestrained reign of murder which 
ecntinued for three days. The whole town 
was plundered, with appalling atrocities. 

It was the first stain upon Japanese civ- 
lization. The Japanese in this instance 
relapsed into barbarism. 

All pretenses that circumstances justified 
the atrocities are false, The civilized 

world will be Norriied by the details.

The above cablegram from Mr. Jam 
Creelman, the corres dent of The World 
and Post-Dispatch, the first authentic 
news received in this country of the atroc- 
ities committed by the Japanese at the fall 
of Port Arthur. A few days after the capt- 
ure of the Chinese te tx by Marshal 
Oyama's army, a from Shanghai 
to London stated that e Chinese officers who 
were in the fight and had escaped across 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li to Cheefoo claimed 
that the Japanese had murdered some of 
their prisoners and mutilated the dead. 
Little attention was paid to these stories, 
because of their source. Later it was ad- 
mitted by Japanese officers that some of 
their soldiers, made — rate by past acts 
of barbarity on the of the Chinese to 
their captives, had chended some of the 
Chinese captured at Port Arthur. 

But Mr. Creelman’s cablegram shows that 
the Japanese put aside their boasted civili- 
gation, and were guilty of the wanton mas- 
sacre of a defenseless PPorrtey * the

The details of these atrocities, witnessed 

the correspondent, may be looked for in 
. Creelman’s next communication to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

It is very probable that the publication of 
Mr. Creelman’s statement of what he wit- 
nessed at Port Arthur will prompt a move- 
ment on the part of other nations to quickly 
end the war between China and Japan.

DENTISTS’ LICENSES. 


Defense Being Prepared by Practition- 
ers Whe Have Nene. 


The announcement that the St. Louis 
Dental Association is going to proceed 
against unlicensed dentists calls attention 
to the difference in the regulations govern- 
ing the practice of dentistry and of medi- 


cine. It is made unlawful to practice dental 
surgery without a déploma from a reputable 
dental college or university incorporated or 
established under the laws of one of the 
United States or of some foreign country. 
Dentists in bona-fide practice when the law 
was enacted, 1883, are exempted from its 
provisiong in this respect. Physicians, sur- 
geons and others“ are not forbidden to ex- 
tract teeth. The dentist already practising, 
in order to take advantage of that fact, 
must file his affidavit within ninety days 
and secure from the City Register a certifi- 
cate entit him to practice dentistry. 
Violation of the law was made a misde- 
meanor finable for each offense from $25 to 
. A copy of the diploma of a reputable 
college, etc., must be filed with the City 
12 and the holder must swear that he 
is dhe party named and that the paper is not 
a forgery. The practice at the City Regis- 
ter’s office has been to accept at any time 
affidavits to the effect that the dentist had 
a bona-fide practice when the law went 
into effect. In the absence of a State Board 
of Dentistry, the-law has been a dead let- 
ter in St. uis for some timer Rumors 
that the St. Louis Dental Association in- 
tended moving against the offenders be- 
came known to the parties most interested 
and they have been endeavoring, with more 
or less success, to find legal protection. 
Some have gone to the City Register’s of- 
fice and taken the oath that they had a 

na-fide practice when the law Was en- 
acted. Others have presented credentials 
from dental authorities in dther States. 
Perhaps the most unique protection sought 
is that of a partner.

ANCIENT TREPANNING. 


Bvidesce That Peruvians Were Skilled in 
This Department of fFurgery. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The antiquity of most of the arts of civil- 
ization on this continent is being steadily 
established. It now appears that the clever 
old Peruvians were adepts in surgery not 


less than in agriculture and engineerin 
and had a distinct knack in skillful trepan: 
ning. The Muniz collection of skulls now in 
possession of the Bureau of American Eth- 
nology exhibit many specimens of ante- 
mortem trepanning, far superior to any- 
ene else fore observed among other 
aborigines of the New World. In some in- 
stances the incisions are narrow, long and 
Straight, usually at right angles. 

The cutti might have been made with 
an arrow point held vertically and drawn 
backward and forward, making a taper in- 
cision. In other instances the direction of 
the cutting was completely changed, so as 
to saw an elliptical piece out of the skull, 
the rough tool marks ey | afterward 
scraped smooth. Yet again, in other ex- 
amples, the entire process seems to have 
been effected by scraping, the aperture 
being circular. It is evident, however,. that 
once in a while the operation was post- 
mortem, as not even an aboriginal of low- 

ade sensitiveness could have as many as 
wenty dises cut out of his skull and live 
through the ordeal. 

What became of the discs is not known; 
they may have served either as trophies or 
as charms.

COMMUNICATION WITH {| LIGHTSHIPS. 


The Part That Eleetricity Flays on a 
Dangerous English Coast. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

A statement having appeared in the daily 
press calling in question the success of elec- 
trical communication with lightships, an 


English clergyman has made reply, and 
detailed his own experience on the most 
dangerous part of the English coast. 

The Goodwin lightship, situated at the 
north end of the Goodwin Sands, is con- 
nected with the shore by telephone. For 
seven months of the roughest weather the 
line has worked admirably. One of the 
erew of the lightship had a son critically ill 
ashore, while the father was doing his two 
months on board. in order to relieve his 
anxiety, the clergyman obtained permis- 
sion at the ouqmanare station to speak to 
the lightship. e says: 

“T told — the home news, had with him 
a general chat and bade him good- night. I 
easily recognized his voice, quite as well as 
I ever heard one through a land telephone, 
and the Goodwin is over six miles from 
shore. The officials assure me that the 
telephone is a complete success. Already 
this telephone has proved its immense 
value in saving precious lives and valuable 

erty. At a,wreck, as at a fire, the 

five minutes are worth the next five 
hours, and since it has n possible to 
transmit the news of a ship being on the 
Goodwin by cable, the lifeboat has 
despatched and all hands saved with a 
speed incredible in former times.“

From the inauguration of the. great 
Alaskan fur seal monopoly job, the Post- 
Dispatch has always exposed and de- 
nounced it as a corrupt and corrupting 
scheme to enrich a ring with public 
property. 

The alleged intent to protect seal life 
was from the beginning a false pretense 
and is now a demonstrated fraud. It 
served only as an excuse for making a 
monopoly of seal slaughter and for de- 
priving American citizens of the right 
possessed in common by the subjects of 
all nations to take seals on the high seas. 

But knowing that our Government 
could not deprive anybody but its own 
sailors of the right to take seals any- 
where outside of the three-mile limit, 
Americans shipped as British sailors 
under the British flag and continued 
their sealing operations. It was to pre- 
vent this impairment of the monopoly 
that our Government put forward the 
self-stultifying and ridiculous “closed 
sea’’ contention and sent its revenue cut- 
ters to capture the sealers of all nations. 

The outcome of it all is that the Behr- 
ing Sea arbitration compels us to pay 
the British Government $439,000 damages 
for the owners and crews of captured 
British vessels, the aforesaid owners 
and crews being nearly all American cit- 
izens who had to take refuge under the 
British flag from the injustice of their 
own Government and will now be in- 
debted to England for this vindication 
of their natural rights and this repara- 
tion of the illegal wrongs inflicted on 
them by their own Government.

If the gold which paid for that last 
issue of $50,000,000 of 5 per cent gold 
bonds, on which a syndicate is making 
$2,000,000 profit, was not drawn from the 
Treasury just before it was put back 
there, it is at least rapidly finding its 
way back from the ‘Treasury to the 
coffers of the syndicate. Those who are 
purchasing bonds from the syndicate 
appear to be paying for them with gold 
drawn from the Treasury on greenback 
and Sherman notes. 

And in spite of the fact that the bal- 
ance of trade has been heavily in our 
favor for ten months or more, we are 
again exporting gold in large sums, 
every dollar of which is drawn out of 
the United States Treasury, and not 
from the banks or gold-cornering syndi- 
cates that are squeezing the Treasury 
and compelling it to emit more gold 
bonds. 

We are told that this exportation of 
gold at a time when our merchandise 
exports far more than pay for our mer- 
chandise imports, proves that foreign 
capital, alarmed by our questionable 
loyalty to the gold standard, is calling 
home its loans to us, and paying, with 
American securities, instead of with 
gold, what is due us on the large trade 
balance in our favor. Therefore we are 
urged to put our national credit beyond 
question by putting our firm adherence 
to the ‘existing gold standard beyond 
question, in order that foreign capital 
may remain invested here and a greater 
abundance of it be attracted to us.

SAVE THE SWINE. 


An Efficiest Remedy fer Chelera and the 
Plague. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—With 
estimated losses of between $10,000,000 and 
$25,000,000 from hog cholera and swine 
plague in the United States the discussion 
of the treatment and means of prevention 
of these diseases in a bulletin issued by 
the Agricultural Department is of great 


value to the farmers of this country. The 
Bureau of Animal Industry has been con- 
ducting an exhaustive investigation of this 
subject and finds that the agents which 
destroy the germs of. one of these fatal 
diseases are also effective in the destruc- 
tion of the germs of the other. Both are 
spread by infection, and their course va- 
ries from one day to three weeks. Both are 
caused by bacteria. The germs of hog 
cholera are very hardy and vigorous, while 
those of the swine plague are very delicate 
and easily destroyed. The latter are found 
to be 8 in practically all herds of 
swine, but the former must be introduced 
from infected herds... The most efficient 
remedy tried by the Government's agents 
is the following: 

00 charcoal, sulphur, sodium sul- 
phate and antimony py eng — pound 
each; sodium chloride, sodium, bi-carbonate 
and sodium hyposulphite—two pounds 
each. These are to be completely pulver- 
ized and mixed. The medicine may be used 
also as a preventive of these diseases. 
To insure successful treatment the animals 
should be kept in dry and comfortable 
quarters. Five or six months should be 
allowed to elapse after an outbreak before 
new hogs are purchased or any of the old 
herd are sold. 

The report recommends a rigid quaran- 
tining of newly bought hogs and the pre- 
vention of their joining those already on 
the farm for at least six weeks. During 
the warm months of the year the swine 
should have plenty of young grass or 
clover. Crushed or rolled wheat should 
also be fed to the growing animals.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 12:—Milwaukee 
labor unions have begun work on a new 
line. Not content with organizing. all the 
trades into unions, they now propose to 


build up ward and precinct unions, com- 
. all classes of skilled and unskilled 

borers, merchants, professional men and 
others. In short, they mean to use the 
word “workin en“ in its broadest sense. 
They hope in t by to break down class 
prejudices, and pat the locomotive engineer 
on a fraternal ting with the sewer dig- 
ger and bring together the school teacher 
and the grocer’s clerk at least once or 
twice a month. 

These ward and precinct clubs are ex- 

ted to educate the masses of the work- 
ng people who are not now reached by the 
trades unions in the principles of popular 
government as the unions understand 
them. Particularly is it hoped that these 
clubs will promote independent voting in 
city elections. 

A committee of the Federated Trades 
Council has the project in hand, and will 
begin organizing ward clubs about Jan. 15. 
As the experiment is wholly new, labor 
unions in other cities will doubtless watch 
its progress with some interest.
